In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants presented three proposals to bring the case into condition 
for allowance. First, applicants proposed amending the claims to include the limitations of claim 22, along with a 
functional/property limitation which was not previously considered. The Examiner indicated that this would require 
further search and/or consideration and would necessitate an RCE to be properly considered. Second, applicants 
essentially proposed adding the limitaitons of both claims 22 and 23 to claim 18. However, the Examiner noted that 
Aratani et al. would still appear to read on that embodiment, based on Table 1 in the Aratani et al.reference. Finally, 
applicants proposed adding that the first magnetic layer was disposed on the second magnetic layer, as well as adding 
a limitation directed to the behavior of the second magnetic layer in the light beam spot. The Examiner noted that this 
approach was headed in the direction of patentability, but did not believe that it would distinguish over the Aratani et al. 
reference of record. 

In addition, the Examiner suggested some minor formatting changes to address the confusion that appeared to 
result from the language "composed so as to be characterized by" and "a composition ... adjusted so as to have", 
wherein the layers were simply positively recited to "have" the claimed properties. The Examiner also suggested 
following the majority of applicants third proposal, but instead replacing the clause directed to the behavior of the 
second magnetic layer with a limitation clarifying that the compensation temperature of the first magnetic layer was not 
less than the Curie temperature of the second magnetic layer. The Examiner noted that Aratani et al. appeared to be 
silent with regard to controlling the compensation temperature to such a range and applicants need only address 
whether the DS layer of Aratani et al. would inherently meet the claimed compensation temperature limitation to 
distinguish over the Aratani et al. reference of record. 

Finally, applicants suggested the above amendment proposed by the Examiner, but without the requirement that the 
first magnetic layer be directly disposed on the second magnetic layer. While the Examiner acknowledged that such 
language would appear to distinguish over the prior art of record, the scope of such claims would be broader than what 
was previously indicated as allowable, and hence would require further search and/or consideration. Should applicants 
desire consideration of claims directed to such an embodiment, the Examiner noted that an RCE with the proposed 
amendments would be required inorder for the claims to be properly considered.
